Highway Director T. J. Kauer 
today doubled previous esti­ 
mates of Winter 
damage to 
Ohio roads and ordered all his 
division 
chiefs 
to 
estimate 
which new construction proj­ 
ects can be put off for another 
year. 
Kauer said three bad freezes 
and thaws p r o b a b l y have 
caused 
at 
least 
58 
million 
worth of damage to Ohio high­ 
ways. He e x p l a i n e d 
this 
amount of state funds, pre­ 


viously allocated to new con­ 
struction jobs, will have to ba 
diverted to repair jobs. 
In addition, snow 
and 
ice 
removal has cost 54 million. 
The highway chief said this 
will throw the department’s 
whole construction 
program 
for 1951 “way out of line,” be­ 
cause the federal government 
will not supply matching funds 
for repair work. 
This means 519 m i l l i o n 
worth 
of 
much-needed 
new 
highways in Ohio will not get 


built this year. And the dam­ 
age probably will go still high­ 
er if there is more severe 
weather. 
Furthermore, 
many 
hun­ 
dreds of miles of blacktopped 
secondary highways will re­ 
vert to gravel roads this Sum­ 
mer. throwing more dust 
in 
the farmers’ faces. 
Kauer said the lightly-treat­ 
ed. 
bituminous-topped roads 
were hit harder than any other 
type by the alternate freezing 
and thawing. 


Some of th“m are back to 
mud road status, he said. 
The director said the o n l y 
thing to do is pile on 
more 
gravel until a suitable base is 
built up for another blacktop 
treatment. This will take 
at 
least another year. 
Kauer 
defended 
blacktop 
and denied this year’s experi­ 
ence showed Ohio s h o u l d 
switch to another type of con­ 
struction. 
He said: 
“These roads were lightly 


built for light traffic and they 
have 
served 
their 
purpose. 
They would he good now if it 
had not been for heavy traffic 
and 
extraordinary 
weather 
conditions.” 
Kauer said a committee set 
up to screen projects on their 
essentiality to the defense ef­ 
fort also will determine which 
scheduled 
projects 
will 
be 
postponed because of the pinch 
In funds. 
He added that these delayed 


projects probably will be those 
concerned 
with 
eliminating 
hazards, 
rearranging 
align­ 
ments and helping out areas 
with particularly heavy traf­ 
fic. Instead, the money will go 
to fix roads that already are 
breaking up. 
To help combat the emer­ 
gency 
situation, 
Kauer 
al­ 
ready has ordered postpone­ 
ment of all office fixture pur­ 
chases and all but the 
most 
essential 
new 
building 
con­ 
struction. 


He also has ordered 25 per- 
cent cuts in truck load limits 
on some 500 stretches of high­ 
way ranging in 
length from 
one to 20 miles. This posting 
began last Wednesday and will 
continue.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 27 — A 
new minor planet that may be 
IOO miles or more in diameter to­ 
day appears to be rapidly ap­ 
proaching earth. 
Dr. William Markowitz. U.S. 
Naval 
Observatory 
astrono­ 
mer who discovered the plane­ 
toid, says that it may come 
closer to Earth than the moon. 
If this happens, it would be­ 
come the first of more than I,- 
600 charted planetoids ever to 
come w’lthin sight of the naked 
eye.

IO Pct. Hike

Retail Clothing 
Due For Markup

sue orders today granting major 
concessions to Labor on wage 
ceilings and allowing price rise* 
in clothing, shoes, furniture, ruff 
and other home furnishings. 
Economic Stabiliser E r i e 
Johnston intends to make pub­ 
lic his long-awaited decision on 
the controversial IO percent 
wage formula. He Is expected 
to grant major demands by 
Labor for modification (rf the 
formula. 
Price Controller Michael Di- 
Salle will issue a regulation lift­ 
ing the Jan. 26 freeze order on 
clothing and home furnishing* 
and setting up instead a system 
of controls on the extent to which 
retailers can mark up the cost of 
the goods in fixing retail prices. 
About 250.000 retail establish­ 
ments will be affected. 
Control officials said th# Di- 
Salle order will freeze the extent 
to which prices can be marked 
up in the clothing and home fur­ 
nishings field instead of freezing 
the actual retail price.

THEY EXPLAINED that de­ 
partment stores and other retail 
establishments handling clothing 
and home furnishings have been 
caught in a “ squeeze” as a re­ 
sult of the overall freeze, which 
limited prices to the highest pre­ 
vailing in the Dec. 18 to Jan. 25 
base date. 
Authoritative sources say that 
Johnston will approve the IO per­ 
cent wage increase ceiling ap­ 
proved by the disrupted Wage 
Stabilization Board, but will call 
for change which would: 
1. Give full protection to pro­ 
visions of existing labor-manage- 
ment w-ork contracts, including 
cost-of-living escalator clauses 
and annual production improve­ 
ment agreements. 
2. Provide for wrage increases 
in excess of IO percent and other­ 
wise take care of “ in eq u itie s.” 
3. Exempt “fringe” benefits, 
such as welfare funds and pen­ 
sions, from controls.

by a dry mix of cement and sand 
is sucked into,a hose. Another line 
sucks water from a barrel.

T H E R O S one thing wrong with his job, 
says President Truman. “It has no future 
in it. Every young man wants something 
to look forward to.” Which is another way 
of saying that the presidency is the most- 
est job there is. After the White House, 
everything else is dull. 


But most Presidents, while they m ay 
have looked forward to nothing but slip­ 
pered ease for their remaining days, m an­ 
aged to keep fairly busy in retirement. Of 
these H erbeit Hoover is a good exam ple. 
Som e even cam e back into public life. 
W illiam Howard Taft becam e Chief Jus­ 
tice. John Quincy Adam s returned to Con­ 
gress as a m em ber of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. Johnson triumphantly took a 
seat in the Senate which had failed by one 
vote to rem ove him from the presidency 
on im peachm ent. 


Out of office, Jefferson and Jackson con­ 
tinued to dominate their party until their 
deaths. Som e, like Van Buren, Benjamin 
Harrison, Cleveland and Theodore Roose­ 
velt, tried again for the big prize, but only 
Cleveland won it. 


Considering the strain of the office and 
its drain on the vitality of men who were, 
m o st of them , well into middle age when 
elected, a 
surprising 
number 
lived 
for 
m a n y years after leaving the presidency. 
John A dam s survived his ordeal for 25 
yea rs, living to be 90. His son died at 78, 
19 years after he left the White House. Jef­ 
ferson lived for 15 years, and died at 83. 
But those were 
easier 
years. 
Of this 
cen tu ry ’s Presidents, only Taft and Hoover 
passed their 70th birthdays. Of those who 
died natuially, the youngest was Polk, dead 
at 53. Of those who were assassinated, the 
youngest w as Garfield, 49. 
• 
If Mr. Truman is thinking of future non­ 
political occupations, he can consider the 
careers of Fillmore, who becam e chancel­ 
lor of the University of Buffalo; of Cleve­ 
land, who ran the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance Society; of Theodore Roosevelt, who 
w ent in for m agazine editing, among other 
things, and of Coolidge, who put in a brief 
stint as a newspaper columnist. 
More likely, however, Mr. Truman pre­ 
fers to think of that other Roosevelt, whose 
incum bency in the White House went on 
and on and on. 


If Russia w ere alone it might be im press­ 
ed by what the neighbors say. But the Sov­ 
iet has surrounded itself with hand-picked 
neighbors. 


If people were as greatly interested 
in 
good governm ent as they are in their stan­ 
dard of living, they wouldn’t be worrying 
about poor leadership. 


March is a preface to spring. Soon the 
hom e gardener will face the inevitable. 


A war, such as the general war of 1939- 
45, does not readily subside. Those who ex­ 
pected peace to com e like a rainbow after 
a storm have only had disappointment for 
their naive optimism. 


The elimination of Japan as the prime 
power of Asia alone was sufficient to un­ 
settle that continent and to keep it in chaos 
for a prolonged period. The competition 
between Soviet China and India for the suc­ 
cession to Japan’s position will increase 
the confusion on that continent beyond any­ 
thing that is clearly visible at this m om ­ 
ent. 


The organization of the United Nations 
in 1945 solved no major problem. The first 
error in relation to the tinted Nations was 
its formation prior to a peace treaty. This 
alone could be responsible for the failure 
to write a peace treaty. Also the United 
Nations charter contains inherent w eak­ 
nesses, such as the veto, the separaton of 
authorities (of substance and 
procedure) 
between the General Assem bly and the 
Security Council. But the most telling er­ 
ror of all is the fact that all nations are 
not autom atically m em bers of the United 
Nations. 


If UN is to be a parliament of nations, 
upon what just grounds could any nation 
be omitted? 


The absurdity becom es more apparent 
when we note that Ireland is not a m em ­ 
ber, but the Ukraine, which is only a prov­ 
ince. is a m em ber. If the Ukraine is a 
member, why not the Turkmen Soviet So­ 
cialist Republic? And if the Ukraine, why 
not Spain? 
The fact is that Mr. Roosevelt, who, at 
Yalta, assisted by Harry Hopkins and Al­ 
ger Hiss, established 
the 
basis 
for 
the 
United Nations conference, never 
under­ 
stood the nature of the Union of Soviet So­ 
cialist Republics or its even broader form, 
the Third International, alias Comintern, 
alias Cominform, alias the Federation of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 
Therefore, within 
the 
United 
Nations, 
but even more effectively outside it, are a 
group of countries that belong to a world 
union at the head of which stands Soviet 
Russia and whose central authority is in 
the Kremlin. These nations include Soviet 
Russia, Rumania, Poland, 
Bulgaria, Al­ 
bania, Czechoslovakia. Hungary, 
Eastern 
Germany, Mongolia. China (including Man­ 
churia), North Korea, Viet Minh, Tibet. 
This union of states expects to make con­ 
quests in Burma this Sum mer. 
This is one of the m ost powerful group­ 
ings of states in history, embracing at 
least 800 million human beings. It is polic­ 
ed by a vast Soviet arm y which is not only 
w ellequipped but is extraordinarily mo­ 
bile. It’s also policed by an espionage ser­ 
vice which includes national Communist 
parties in every country on earth, but all 
reporting to the Kremlin. 
The Com m onwealth of Nations is what 
remains of the British Empire. This is an 
am azing institution because it is 
strictly 
voluntary, unpoliced, uncoerced. No coun­ 
try need remain 
in 
m em bership in the 
com m onwealth unless it wants to. 
In April, 1949, the prime ministers of the 
com m onwealth countries — United King­ 
dom, Canada (m inister external affairs), 
Australia, New Zealand, Union of South 
Africa, India, Pakistan, Ceylon—made it 
possible for India to remain with the com ­ 
monwealth and yet be republican, the In­ 
dian government stipulating the king as 
“the symbol of the free association of its 
independent m em ber nations, and as such 
the head of 
the 
com m onw ealth.’* 
In 
a 
word, India is part of the com m onwealth, 
but there is no longer an emperor.

See the Doctor at Once 
lf You Have This Trouble

FROM time to time, many 
people are bothered by hemor­ 
rhoids or piles. Unfortunately, 
they are inclined to try home 
remedies rather than to consult 
the doctor, first becau.se they al­ 
ways hope that the most recent 
discomfort will be the last and. 
second, because ttuy do not real­ 
ize how simply relief may be ob­ 
tained. 
Hemorrhoids 
are 
in 
reality 
nothing more than overenlarged 
veins in the lower part of the 
rectum. For more than 80 years 
they have been treated by injec­ 
tion, but it is only during the last 
few decades that the method has 
been perfected. 
Freedom From Pain 
The injection treatment has a 
number of advantages, such as 
freedom from pain, no confine­ 
ment to bed, no hospitalization, 
little or no loss of time from work, 
and prompt relief of symptoms. 
The mere fact that symptoms 
are relieved does not mean that 
the condition is cured. Hence, 
treatm ent must 
be 
continued 
until the hemorrhoids have dis­ 
appeared. 
The purpose of the Injections 
Is to produce irritation so that 
scar tissue forms and obi it® rates 
the dilated veins. A number of 
different solutions are used for 
this purpose, such as those con­ 
taining quinine and urea 
Injection Method 
It 
would 
appear 
that only 
those patients who have internal 
hemorrhoids, which are bleeding 
and which may protrude from 
the rectum, should be treated by 


| the injection method. Those who 
have external hemorrhoids with 
cracking of the lining membrane 
and ulcer formation or inflam­ 
mation should not be treated by 
Injection but by operation. 
In some such patients, however, 
operation may not be advisable 
because of other conditions, such 
as exteme old age, diabetes, heart 
disease, or tuberculosis. Here in- 
I jeetion will serve at least to re­ 
lieve hemorrhoids if not to elimi­ 
nate them altogether. 


General Rule 
Usually one or two of the veins 
' are injected at each treatment. 
Cart* must be taken not to inject 
, too much solution, since doing so 
will cause damage to the sur­ 
round.ag tissues. As a general 
rule, from six to ten treatment* 
are required, depending upon the 
number and size of the hemor­ 
rhoids. 
After 
treatment, 
the 
patient is told to avoid unneces­ 
sary straining or exercise. 
If the proper technic in giving 
the injections is used, complica­ 
tions of any type are rare. The 
only measures which may be of 
help in the prevention of hemor­ 
rhoids is the avoidance of consti­ 
pation and strain to have a bowel 
movement. 
Hemorrhoids 
often 
develop 
during pregnancy but may be­ 
come smaller in size after deliv­ 
ery of the baby.

Secondly, it is doubtful that the Soviets would 
agree to go into detail on the Far Eastern situa­ 
tion, one of the big points in any agenda accept­ 
able to Americans, British and French 
Therefore, the preliminary talks in Paris art 
expected to accomplish little in the way of concrete 
results.
